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REMARKS 

This paper is responsive to the Office Action dated April 30, 2007. All rejections and 
objections of the Examiner are respectfully traversed. Reconsideration and further examination 
are respectfully requested. 

At paragraphs 1-3 of the Office Action the Examiner rejected claims 1-8 and 1-13 for 
lacking utility under 35 U.S.C. 101. Amendments to the claims are respectfully believed to meet 
all requirements of the Examiner in this regard. 

At paragraph 4 of the Office Action the Examiner indicated that claims 10-11 should 
depend from claim 6 instead of cancelled claim 9. Claims 10-11 have been amended 
accordingly.
